DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . In response to applicant's arguments on February 22, 2005, although Figure 5 is 
not necessarily inconsistent with the description on page 28, lines 11-14 and 17-19, the 
Examiner suggests including a summing means or adder between the delay elements, 
as suggested by the detailed description ("each of the delay elements DL2-DL15 
receives a sum of a delayed signal from each of the preceding delay elements and the 
correlation signal . . ." emphasis added), for clarification and to more accurately 
correspond to the detailed description. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because on line 1 0, "summing 
processing" should be "summing process". Correction is required. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

3. The claims are objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. on line 7 of claims 14, 15 and 17, "said spread signal into the divided 
codes" should be "said spread spectrum signal" (see line 3 of the respective 
claims). "Into the divided codes" should be deleted since the spread spectrum 
signal is not despreaded "into divided codes"; 
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b. in claim 18, line 8, "making reference" should be "referring" for improved 
readability; 

c. in claim 18, line 9, "divided code" should be "plurality of divided codes" 
(see claim 17, line 4); 

d. in claim 19, line 2, "are constituted to" should be deleted; 

e. in claim 21 , line 7, "making reference" should be "referring" for improved 
readability. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In lines 9-10, it is unclear how the synchronization detection 
means and/or the despreading means relate to the spread spectrum processing 
apparatus of any of claims 14-18.
